the same feeling wilh which he would 
approach a corpse. Such an assertion 
is utter nonsense, and hurtful non- 
sense at that. Some among the deaf, 
especially those at school, whose 
nut is as yet unformed, will 
e him, lo their detriment. 
With the hearing people who 
read the statement, and who may 
have little or no personal knowledge 
Of Mr. (J. tatcment, will as- 

suredly bear unpleasant fruit. 
In a company of 1 we! mutes 

the writer read the above extract 
from the lecture, and asked them 
each I" ' rpreSt their individual 
Opinion, before he had made any 
Comments, One ami all condemned 

it. It was characterised as "ridicul- 
ous," " idiotic," " infamous," etc. 
It is true, as one of the men there 
il said, that Mr. George is not a 
competent judge. He has mixed 
I it I le w ilh bearing men. 1 lc 
Luoated at the Institution among

ment only a fifth of that sum for the 
advancement of a system of educa- 
tion that lias done more for the deaf 
than all others put together. This 

opposition of his will appearthe more 

unreasonable, since the training of 
Articulation teachers xvas considered 
in the plan. There is no reason for 

such action. It is blind prejudice 

superinduced by too strong an at- 
tachment to a pet theory. Dr. Bell 
has been given the credit of being 
wise enough to "pocket his pre- 
judices," by a professor of the verv 
institution asking for the appropria- 
tion, but his course in this matter 
certainly does not look like it. So 
ruthlessly has lie attacked the mea- 
sure that at the time of this writing 
the onteonicis doubtful. What valid 
reasons Congress will have for favor- 
ing his demands over those of the 
tried and experienced President of 
the Deaf College is more than can be 
divined. It does not look very likely 
that a man who has such a reckless 
regard for fairness, justice and the 
feelings of others in opposing the 
just request of an institution whose 
praise and usefulness has been herald- 
ed throughout the civilized world, 
would long hesitate to leave a stone 
unturned in order to carry out his 

idea on other questions relating to 

the deaf did as good an opportunity 
present itself. 

While every man has a right to 
speak and act, this event will, how- 
ever, serve as a timely caution to 
those who undertake to champion or 
defend such men, to consider well 
what they are about. For instances 
of men talking and writing in one 
strain while the real bent of their 
minds was in another, are not un- 
known to history. 

One very lamentable thing about 
Dr. Bell, and which has no doubt 
been the source of much of his mis- 
apprehension of the deaf, and his 
mistaken plans for their education 
and advancement, is his ignorance, 
either willful or accidental, of the 
mgiiage and its application, by 
which the great majority of them 

have reached their present status of 

intelligence, usefulness and happiness, 
and his lack of experience with all 
(lasses in school and out and in every 
condition of life, instead of

The attention of instructors of ths 
deaf and their friends has, in various 
ways within the past few months, been 
called to a proposal, very bristly out- 
lined in the annual Report of the Co- 
lumbia Institution, for the enlarge- 
ment of the facilities for normal train- 
ing already existing in this College. 

Misapprehensions have naturally 
arisen as to what was proposed, be- 
cause, in the absence of any official 
utterance, unauthorized persons have 
taken it on themselves to publish con- 
clusions bated purely on presump- 
tions, or, in some instances, on incom- 
plete statements and perverted infer- 
ences. 

As the plans of our Directors' for 
the " new department " are now meas- 
urably complete — final action having 
iied in a meeting of the 

Board held this day — I take pleasure 

in announcing that the teaching force 
of our Institution will bo increased 
next year by the employment of an 
experienced instructor in articula- 
tion, who will be especially devoted 
to the promotion of speech and lip- 
reading in the < : " 1 i • 

Liberal provision lias recently been 
made for this object by < 'ongress. 

The Directors have today estab- 
lished six normal fellowships, of the 
value of five hundred dollars each per 
annum, to which graduates of COl 
leges will be appointed for one year. 
fellows will be required to re- 
side in the Institution, and will re- 
ceive instruction in both the manual 
and the oral methods of teaching the 
deaf. They will, in view of the ad- 
vantages to inure to them from these 
fellowships, be expected to perform 
certain duties in the Institution and 

will, therefore, constitute ■ distinct 

addition to its teaching force. 

The funds for sustaining these fel- 
lowships are at the disposal of the 
Hoard from sources other than the 
Treasury of the United States.

It is our sorrowful task this week 
to record the death of James Scot t 
Hutton, the Principal of the Halifax 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. 
His health began to fail in the autumn, 
and about three months ago be be- 
came seriously ill. Hopes of his re- 
covery were entertained till within a 
few weeks. His death was caused by 
a serious disorder of the liver. Mr. 
Hutton's removal causes a blank in 
this community which probably never 
will be as well filled again, lie was 
t man of consummate skill and tact 
in his special work, — easily the peer 
of any man in America. The instil u- 
tion for the Deaf and Dumb is a 
monument of his ability and faithful 
ness. No institution has done better 
work ; none stands higher in regard 
to methods or results. Mr. 1 lutlon, 
a bright, earnest young Scotchman, 
came to Halifax about thirty-three 
years ago, to take hold ol the work 
which was then just feebly beginning 
under the kindly care of good old Dr. 
Cochrane. Mr. I lutlon brought to 
bear upon the work all his Scotch 
pertinacity, the skill of an advanced 
educationist, the patient love of a 
true Christian, lie traversed the 
country so as to find out the young 
people needing tuition and also to 
evoke the gifts of the charitable, lie 
became widely known throughout the 
Maritime 1'rovinces, and wherever 
known he was trusted and honoured. 
He was for twenty years an elder in 

I'ark St. Churoh, and" in this capacity 

he rendered excellent, service. Ilis 
judgment was always to be relied up 
on. lie was a man of wide sympa- 
thies and of true charity. His voice 
has often been heard in the Pn 
of Halifax and in the Maritime Synod, 
and especially in our meetings of 
ministers and elders and always with 
tbe deference due to a mature judg- 
ment. Mr. ButtOO was a well read 
man, thoroughly Versed in current 
literature, and in sympathy with all 
that is best and hopefully progressiva 
in church and State. I le wrote wit h 
facility, elegance and power. His 
last contributions to the press appear 
ed in our columns, — his letters from 
Virginia, which were read with much 
interest.
